It  you  are  like  many  collectors,  you  enjoy  big  coins. 
It  s  a  tact  ot  lite  that  they  feel  good  when  you  hold 
them,  inspire  confidence  when  you  purchase  them,  and 
have  a  big  enough  surface  that  many  designs  strike  up 
very  well  on  them.  When  it  comes  to  collecting  big 
silver,  a  relatively  inexpensive  way  to  do  so,  at  least  right  now',  is  to 
assemble  some  sort  of  collection  of  silver  bullion  coins.  The  one-ounce 
silver  bullion  pieces  from  plenty  of  countries  are  available  at  most  big 
shows,  or  from  many  well  stocked  dealers. 

The  US  Silver  Eagle 

Someone  once  said  “charity  starts  at  home.”  Well,  so 
do  great  bullion  coins,  apparently.  The  United  States 
was  not  the  first  of  the  world  mints  to  uet  into  the  sold 
and  silver  bullion  business,  but  when  they  did.  they  did 
it  right.  Sure,  there  are  other  great  possibilities  when  it 
comes  to  designs,  but  the  classic  Walking  Liberty  half 
dollar  obverse  remains  beautiful,  and  has  been  a  great 
image  to  put  on  these  one-ounce  bullion  coins.  It  now  comes  on  a  SI 
denomination  coin,  but  we  all  know  it’s  the  silver  content  that  matters. 
Let's  start  by  purchasing  an  Eagle  coin. 

When  it  comes  to  collecting  these,  whether  you  buy  just  one  and  then  go 
with  us  around  the  world  for  other  nations  bullion  coins,  or  decide  to  buy 
one  and  then  a  pile  more,  you  have  several  choices.  You  could  focus  on  the 
uncirculated  versions  made  as  trade  items  for  the  metals  and  commodities 
market.  They  won't  cost  much  more  than  the  price  of  silver.  You  could  go 
for  proof  versions  -  w  hich  do  command  some  premium.  You  could  opt  for 
encapsulated  specimens,  with  grades  guaranteed  by  some  third  party 
grading  service.  These  slabs  too  cost  a  bit  more,  but  can  be  rewarding  to 
assemble.  And  as  a  couple  of  years  ago.  you  can  even  buy  “reverse  proofs" 
with  frosted  fields  and  mirrored  design  elements.  All  of  these  have 
something  going  for  them,  but  some  w  ill  cost  more  than  others. 

The  Canadian  Maple  Leaf 
Our  northern  neighbors  have  produced  silver  Maple 
Leaf  bullion  coins  for  roughly  the  same  amount  ot  time 
that  our  mint  has  pounded  out  the  US  Eagles.  The  Royale 
Canadian  Mint's  one-ounce  coin  has  a  $5  denomination, 
which  is  higher  than  most  of  the  other  corresponding 
one-ounce  pieces.  Like  our  own  one-ounce  pieces 
though,  there  are  proof  and 
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regular  versions  to  he  had,  and  a  variety  of  collecting  options.  Some  are 
very  affordable. 

The  Chinese  Silver  Pandas 
Going  across  the  Pacific,  Where  does  one  start  when 
it  comes  to  Pandas? 

They  are  one  of the  earliest  of  silver  bullion  coins.  They 
are  different  than  many  others  in  that  the  designs  change 
annually.  They  come  in  numerous  different  sizes  beyond 
just  one-ounce  pieces.  Oh,  and  they  can  become  a 
collecting  mania  of  their  own. 

For  right  now  ,  adding  a  single  one-ounce  Panda  to  your  collection  is  a 
good  way  to  flesh  things  out  a  bit.  Pick  whichever  year  and  design  you  like, 
and  keep  a  sharp  eye  out  so  that  you  don’t  pay  too  high  a  premium. 

The  Australian  Kookaburra 
Of  all  the  silver  bullion  pieces  on  the  world  market, 
this  may  take  the  cake  for  the  strangest  name.  A 
Kookaburra  is,  for  those  of  us  who  remember  summer 
camp  songs  in  which  it  sat,  “in  the  old  gum  tree,  eating 
all  the  gum  drops  he  can  see,”  actually  a  small 
Kingfisher.  The  bird’s  song  is  where  its  name  came 
from.  The  Perth  Mint  has  been  producing  silver  Kookaburras  for  over  two 
decades,  and  they  also  carry  too  high  a  premium  when  it  comes  to  buying 
and  selling  for  the  collector  market.  One  of  these  would  look  good  next  to 
an  Eagle,  a  Maple  Leaf,  and  a  Panda. 

Great  Britain’s  Britannia 
Across  the  Atlantic,  Great  Britain  has  also  been  in  the 
business  of  making  silver  and  gold  bullion  coins  for 
decades  now,  and  the  Britannia  is  eagerly  bought  and 
sold,  right  next  to  the  bullion  of  other  nations.  The 
Britannia  figure  has  an  ancient  history,  and  actually  first 
appears  on  some  Roman  coins.  But  this  most  modem 
rendition  is  absolutely  beautiful. 

As  well,  this  year  Great  Britain  has  released  a  silver,  one-ounce  “Year  of 
the  Horse”  piece.  It  appears  to  be  denominated  as  a  2 -pound  coin  that  will 
be  the  first  in  a  twelve  year  series  which  honors  all  the  years  in  the  Chinese 
Lunar  Cycle.  The  prices  are  not  too  high  right  now,  and  this  might  prove 
to  be  a  great  time  to  buy  one  for  any  growing  collection.  You'll  alwa\s 
have  bragging  rights  of  being  able  to  say  you  got  in  on  the  game  (or  the 
horse?)  early. 

The  Austrian  Philharmonic 

Not  to  be  outdone  bv  any  of  the  bigger  players  in  the  arena,  the  Vustnan 
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Mint  has  been  producing  a  handsome  set  of  what  are 
called  Philharmonic  coins  (the  Wiener 
Philharmoniker)  for  the  past  few  years.  Once  again 
they  are  one-ounce  coins,  and  once  again  the  only  real 
premiums  are  for  coins  in  some  near-perfect  proof 
state.  It  might  take  a  bit  more  time  when  searching  for 
one  ot  these  one-ouncers,  but  it  will  be  time  well  spent.  The  coin  design  is 
very  attractive. 

The.... 

Where  do  we  go  from  this  point?  Wherever  you'd  like,  really.  There  are 
some  other  one-ounce  silver  bullion  coins  we  haven't  even  mentioned,  such 
as  the  Mexican  Libertads,  the  more  recent  Russian  St.  George,  the 
Ukrainian  Archangels  and  something  called  the  Kazakhstani  Irbis  (yes.  that 
last  one  is  real  too).  As  well,  there  are  plenty  of  silver  dollar  sized  coins  a 
person  could  add  to  a  collection  composed  of  one  of  each  of  the  above.  The 
possibilities  for  this  type  of  collecting  may  not  be  infinite,  but  they  are  vast. 
Have  some  fun  building  a  handsome  collection  of  big  silver.  It  will  most 
likely  give  you  a  lot  of  joy.
